tary Accessions Vital to National Interest Program, the 11

Secretary concerned shall extend by an additional 365 12

days the period of extension under paragraph (2) for a 13

person for that person if the Secretary determines that 14

the period of extension under this clause is required for 15

the performance of adequate background and security re-16

views of that person.’’.
